In figure 3, the 
reference numeral "90" appears with an arrow pointing toward an intermediate transfer unit; and 
in figure 4, the reference numeral "90" appears with an arrow pointing towards a nozzle and in 
figure 8, the reference numeral "90" appears with a lead line to a nozzle. Therefore, the 
drawings filed 10/21/03 are objected to. (Note, the replacement sheet for figure 1 filed 5/10/05 is 
acceptable for that figure).
